Upon further review, Martens et al discloses substantially all of the claimed features with the exception of maximizing the probability 
between activity models and video frame. 

However, Martens et al does disclose determining an activity model, which enhances the probability between activity models and video 
frame using a transition matrix for the determined state, as the recognized activity (abs.; col. 13, lines 59-67; col. 14, lines 1-12). 

Furthermore, Hu teaches using an activity (Gibbs/Markov) model to maximize the probability (col. 2, lines 33-38). 

Therefore, it would clearly have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the relevant art employing an object activity modeling method 
as taught by Martens et al to incorporate Hu's teaching as above for determining an activity model, which maximizes the probability 
between activity models and video frame as a most efficient way to model/represent an object activity (motion). 
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
